RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Prices  advanced  on  curtailed  receipts  of 
slaughter  steers  and   heifers  at  midwest  markets. 
Steers  sold   strong  to  75/  higher  and  heifers 
were   strong  to  50/  up.     Slaughter  cows  were 
steady  to  $1.00  higher.     Receipts  of  feeder 
cattle  and   calves  decreased  and  prices  although 
uneven  were  generally  steady  to  50/  higher  at 
midwest  markets.     Barrovs  and  gilts  sold   steady 
to  50/  lower,      sows  steady  to  25/  off.   Slaugh- 
ter lambs  were  steady  to  50/  higher  aside  from 
25-50/  declines  at  Kansas  City,   St.  Joseph  and 
Fort  Worth. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -     Slaughter 
steer  prices  worked  higher  as  receipts  were 
sharply  curtailed.     The  number  of  steers  and 
heifers  sold  out  of  first  hands  at  the  7 
markets  were  the  smallest  for  any  week  since 
the   first  week  in     January.     Demand  for  dressed 
beef  was  not  exceptionally  broad  even  with 
smaller  marketings  throughout  the  week.  Salable 
receipts  at  the  12  markets  were    12    percent  be- 
low the  previous  week  and  the  smallest  for  any 
regular  week  since  August.     Receipts  of  slaugh- 
ter steers  and  heifers  although  curtailed  made 
up  a  large  percentage  of  the  supply  as  there 
was  a  decline  in  the  volume  of  cows  and  feeders. 

Slaughter  steers  finished  strong  to  75/ 
higher  and  the  average  cost  of  all  beef  steers 
out  of  first  hands  at  Chicago  reached  a  new 
high  since  last  March.     Heifers  sold  strong  to 
50/  higher  and   cows  steady  to  $1.00  higher. 
Bulls  were  steady  to  strong,     instances  50$ 
higher;     vealers  steady.

with  4  loads  at  $27.50.     Bulk  Choice  and  Prime 
950-1400#  at  that  market  ranged  from  $24.75-

At     Missouri  River  markets  Choice  and  mixed 
Choice  and  Prime  950-135Q?   steers  cashed  at 
$25.25-26.50,     most  Choice  $24.00-25.25,  Good 
bulked   at  $22.75-24.00,     Standard  $20.50-22.75. 

Slaughter  heifers:     High-Choice  and  Prime 
turned  at  $24.25-24.75,      load  mixed  Choice  and 
Prime  $25.00  at  Chicago.     Bulk  Choice  $23.00- 
24.25,     most  Good  $21.75-23.00. 

Slaughter  cows:  Utility  and  Commercial 
brought  $14.00-16.50,  bulk  Canner  and  Cutter 
$11.50-14.50. 

FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Receipts  of 
feeder  cattle  and  calves  at  terminal  markets 
were  below  the  previous  week,   indicating  the 
possible  near  completion  of  large  volume  market- 
ings for  the  1961  season.     A  relatively  large 
number  of  Canadian  calves  was  marketed  at  Sioux 
City  and  St.  Paul,  but  even  so,   total  calf  re- 
ceipts over  the  market  circuit  fell  below  the 
seasonally  high  volume  of  the  previous  two 
weeks.     Quality  usually  tends  to  deteriorate  as 
a  fall  marketing  season  draws  to  a  close   and 


there  was  some  evidence  of  this  during  the  cur- 
rent week.     A  very  moderate  number  of  mixed 
Choice  and  Fancy  shipments  was  offered  but  Good 
to  average  Choice  made  up  a  large  percentage  of 
over-all  supplies.     Trade  at  the  different 
markets  showed   considerable  unevenness  both  with 
respect  to  degree  of  activity  and  price  trends. 
However,   at  midwest  markets  prices  were  mostly 
steady  to  50/  higher.     Principal  exception  was 
at  Omaha  where  calves  sold   steady  to  50/  lower. 
At  Oklahoma  City  calves  were  50/  to  $1.00  lower 
and  at  Fort  Worth  both  calves  and  yearlings  were 
50/-$1.00  lower.

$29.00-31.00. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  markets  -  Despite  some  re- 
duction of  receipts  at  the  12  markets,   prices  on 
barrows  and  gilts  were  steady  to  50/  lower  for 
the  week.     A  downturn  in  the  wholesale  dressed 
pork  trade  occasioned  by  the  normal  pre-Thanks- 
giving  shift  of  consumer  demand  to  poultry  pro- 
ducts was  the  main  factor  influencing  the  bear- 
ish live  trade.     Considerable  unevenness  pre- 
vailed throughout  the  area  during  the  week. 
Sows  finished  mostly  steady  to  25/  off  except  at 
Sioux  City  where  sales  were  25-50/  lower  and 
Indianapolis  50-75/  off.     Buyers  generally  have 
become  very  weight  conscious  the  past  few  weeks 
and  consequently  grade  proved  to  be  a  very  minor 
factor  in  price  determination  on  barrows  and 
gilts.     Best  outlet  prevailed  for  200-230# 
butchers.     Order  buyers  continued  aggressive  at 
many  of  the   centers,     taking  mostly  barrows  and 
gilts  but  also  purchasing  a  fair  representation 
of  sows  at  some  points.

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Hogs  -  Interior  Iowa-Scmthem  Minnesota 
area  receipts  at  427,000  head  were  39     percent 
greater  than  the  previous  veek  and  29     percent 
more  than  year  ago.     Slight  daily  price  de- 
clines through  Thursday  resulted  in  closing 
barrow  and  gilt  sales  mainly  250  lower  than  the 
previous  Friday;     sows  25-350  lower.     Sows  made 
up  around  7  percent  of  receipts. 

On  Friday,  U.  S.  No.  1-3  200-240$  barrows 
and  gilts  sold  at  $15.00-15.60  with  limited  vol- 
ume No.  1  and  2  $15.50-16.00.     U.  S.  No.  1-3 
270-400$   sows  brought  $13.50-15.15;     400-550$ 
mostly  $12.25-13.75. 

Hogs  -  Interior  Illinois  -Late  price  ad- 
vances were  insufficient  to  offset  early  de- 
clines and  190-220//  barrows  and  gilts  closed 
mostly  250  lower  with  weights  over  220$  fully 
500  off;     sows  were  25-500  lower.     Receipts  for 
the  week  totaled  120,000  compared  with  109,000 
the  previous  week  and  101,000  a  year  ago.  Bar- 
rows and  gilts  weighing  210-240$  comprised  the 
bulk  of  supply.

Price  advances  on  limited  late  week 
supplies     frequently  erased  earlier  declines 
and  for  the  week,   slaughter  lambs  were  mostly 
steady  to  500  higher;     exceptions  were  declines 
of  25-500  at  Kansas  City,   St.  Joseph  and  Fort 
V/orth.

BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 
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Trading  on  greasy  domestic  worsted  wools 
at  Boston  was  only  moderately  active.  Prices 
held  generally  steady.  Demand  centered  on 
quarter-blood  wools  early  and  later  demand  was 
fairly  broad  on  three-eighths  and  half-blood. 
Supplies  were  limited  but  ample. 

Activity  for  woolen  wools  and  noils  was 
slow  but  prices  held  steady.  There  was  fair 
demand  for  pulled  wools  at  steady  prices. 

Trading  in  territory  and  fleece  wool 
States  was  slow  following  recent  sealed  bid 
sales  at  Portland,  Oregon  and  Minneapolis, 
Minnesota.  There  was  very  little  activity  in 
Texas. 

The  Crop  Reporting  Board  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  the 
average  price  received  by  farmers  for  wool  on 
October  15,  1961  was  40.60  per  grease  pound. 
This  compared  to  41.00  for  September  15,  1961 
and  38. 80  for  October  15,  1960. 

Midweek  cabled  reports  for  foreign  markets 
showed  prices  firm  at  Australia  with  partici- 
pation at  Sydney  and  Melbourne  by  buyers  from 
the  Continent,  Japan  and  Eastern  Europe  while 
at  Geelong  the  Continent  dominated  in  general 
competition.  Albany  closed  very  firm  with  good 
wools  10  higher  under  good  competition  by  the 
Continent,  Bradford  and  Eastern  Europe  and 
Japan.  Trading  was  active  at  Wanganui  with 
prices  unchanged  compared  to  close  at  Auckland. 
South  African  markets  were  fully  steady.  South 
American  wools  were  strong  to  20  higher. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Graded  50/54s  good  French

Prices  for  veal  were    steady,    except  at  Washing- 
ton where   the    trend  was  mostly  $1.00  higher. 
Lanb   steady    to   $2.00  lower,   mostly  $1.00-2.00 
off.      Pork  loins  $1.00-3.00  off,   bulk  $2.00-3.00 
lower.      Boston  butts   steady   to  $1.00  lower;    fresh 
skinned  hams   steady   to  $2.00  higher;    spareribs 
steady   to  $1.00  higher. 

Prices  were   steady  for  kosher   steer  beef, 
veal  and  calf.      Lamb  was  fully  $1.00  lower. 

Supplies  of  meats  were  moderate   to  mostly 
normal.     Retailers  concentrated  on   seasonal 
holiday   specialty  items  and  trading  was  only 
moderately  active  for  red  meats  and  pork.

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COLD  STORAGE  HOLDINGS  OF  MEATS  AND  LARD,  OCTOBER  31,   1961 


Refrigerated   stocks  of  red  meats  totaled  392  million  pounds  on  November  1,  up  12 
million  from  a  month  earlier.     This  increase  compares  with  a  decline  of  1  million 
during  October  last  year  and  the  5-year  average  increase  of  17  million  pounds.     No- 
vember 1  stocks  of  beef,   at  171  million  pounds,  remained  unchanged  from  a  month  ago. 
Average  holdings  for  November  1  are  146  million  pounds  while  the  average  gain  during 
October  is  10  million  pounds.     Total  pork  holdings  increased   seasonally  by  6  million 
pounds.     This  compares  with  an  increase  of  14  million  pounds  last  year  and  the  5-year 
average  increase  of  4  million.     Stocks  at  134  million  pounds  compare  with  144  million 
pounds  last  year  and  the  November  1,   5-year  average  of  154  million  pounds.

SUMMARY 

The  outlook  for  1962  is  for  hog  prices  to  average  a  little  below  the  1961  level; 
and  lamb  prices  to  improve;  and  an  average  farm  price  for  all  cattle  and  calves  sold 
about  the  same  as  for  1961. 

Some  changes  in  prices  for  certain  grades  and  classes  of  cattle  are  in  prospect 
for  next  year.  Fed  cattle  prices  next  spring  and  early  summer  are  not  expected  to 
break  as  sharply  as  they  did  this  year,  but  slaughter  cow  prices  are  expected  to  be 
lower  during  the  late  summer  and  fall  than  for  the  same  period  this  year  due  to  an 
increase  in  cow  slaughter. 

Cattle  slaughter  in  1961  is  about  1  percent  above  1960  but  due  to  a  heavier  aver- 
age weight  per  head  slaughtered,  beef  production  is  up  about  3  percent  from  1960.  A 
larger  calf  crop  this  year,  together  with  larger  imports  of  live  cattle  than  in  1960, 
will  result  in  an  increase  in  cattle  numbers  in  1961  slightly  above  the  1  million  head 
added  in  1960.  Cattle  numbers  January  1,  1962,  are  expected  to  range  between  98.5  and 
99  million  head. 

Cattle  numbers  and  slaughter  are  likely  to  continue  to  increase  for  the  next  year 
or  two.  However,  the  increase  in  slaughter  now  in  prospect  appears  to  be  in  line  with 
the  rate  of  increase  of  population  and  per  capita  income.  Commercial  slaughter  in 
1962  is  expected  to  rise  to  about  26.5  million  head —  an  increase  of  4  percent  over 
this  year.  Slaughter  next  year  probably  will  include  more  cows  and  fewer  heifers. 

A  7  percent  increase  in  this  year' s  spring  pig  crop  has  been  reflected  in  in- 
creased hog  slaughter  and  lower  prices  since  mid -September.  However,  the  increase  in 
pork  production  the  last  quarter  of  1961  will  not  be  sufficient  to  offset  the  decrease 
in  pork  production  the  first  9  months  of  the  year.  Per  capita  supplies  of  pork  for 
the  year  will  be  about  2.3  pounds  below  the  65.3  pounds  consumed  in  1960. 

Based  on  the  September  1  survey  of  producers*  intentions  in  10  Corn  Belt  States, 
the  1961  fall  pig  crop  will  be  about  2  percent  above  last  year.  All  of  this  increase 
is  expected  to  come  in  the  last  half  of  the  fall  farrowing  period.  This  larger  fall 
pig  crop  will  provide  for  a  slightly  larger  hog  slaughter  in  the  late  winter  and  early 
spring  months  of  1962. 

Marketings  for  the  last  half  of  1962  will  depend  on  the  extent  of  the  increase 
in  the  1962  spring  pig  crop.  The  hog-corn  price  ratio  at  the  farm  level  probably  will 
not  drop  below  the  15-1  level  this  fall  and  early  winter.  A  hog-corn  ratio  of  this 
magnitude  would  suggest  an  increase  in  next  year's  spring  pig  crop.  Producers 
reported  intentions  in  the  September  survey  to  increase  December-February  farrowings 
by  4  percent. 

Liquidation  in  the  sheep  industry  has  brought  about  one  of  the  highest  levels  of 
sheep  slaughter  since  1948.  Commercial  sheep  and  lamb  slaughter  for  1961  totaled 
nearly  17  million  head — an  increase  of  1  million  head  over  1960,  which  was  also  a  year 
of  liquidation. 

The  6  percent  increase  in  slaughter  more  than  offset  the  1  percent  larger  lamb 
crop  of  this  year.  Sheep  and  lamb  numbers  will  be  reduced  to  near  32  million  head  by 
January  1.  A  winter  price  rise  above  that  of  last  year  is  expected  for  lambs  and  a 
strong  market  for  early  milk  fat  lambs  is  in  prospect.
